avoid disgrace, by cherishing a lauda ein 
those who might become inmates; that punish- 
ment (except for offences committed in the In- 
Stitation, and with a view to preserve its disci- 
pline) was not mentioned in the lew or contem- 
plated by the plen. Ina word, that the whole 
system was the reverse of that which prevails in 
prisons—the object being to avoid contamina- 
tion and infamy, te prevent crime, to inform the 
ignorant, to support the friendless and forseken, 
and to qualify all to maintain themselves by vir- 
tuous industry, and to enter the world with a 
knowledge of what is right, and a capacity to 
pursue the path of rectitude. 

A most successful a 1 was made to the li- 
berality of the Booksellers, in order to provide a 
suitable hi . An hundred maps and seven- 
teen hundred volumes were bestowed.

° lead them to the love of study, and 
insensibly to improve their understandings and 
their hearts. 

A code of laws, or system of rules and regula- 
tions, has been prepared and printed, and to- 
gether with the acts of assembly relating to the 
iustitution, has been widely circulated for 
general and accurate,information. It is believ- 
ed that nothing is wanting to its liberal patron- 
age but a distinct understanding of its objects 
and It is to be regretted that many 
yet remain uninformed of the peculiar charac- 
ter of this comparatively novel establishment, 
and in ion to the care with which it is ex- 

, will be, it is believed, the confidence 
in its efficacy and usefulness. 

If the theory of the House of Refuge be im- 

understood, there is little danger that 
its practical effects will not foree themselves 
into notice: for the number of inmates have 
increased with a rapidity which threatens to be 
greatly disproportioned to the permanent means 
‘or their support and instruction. They are 
now eighty in the Institution, viz:—fifty-seven 
boys, and twenty-three girls. The former are 
employed in bovk-binding, basket-maki 3 and 
wicker-works, shoemaking, tailoring, and car- 
penters’ work. The latter in sewing, washing, 
ironing, mending, cooking, and housework 
generally. A description of the course of em- 
ployment for a single day will serve to show 
the general habits and occupations of the place. 

The bell rings at a quatter before 5 o'clock 
in the morning. 

At 5 o’clock the dormitories are opened, and 
the boys after washing and combing assemble 
in the hall for morning wership. Their school 
exercises next commente, and continue till 7 
o’clock, when they breakfast. At half-past 7 
they go to work, and continue at work until 12, 
which is the time of dining. After finishing 
their dinner they hear a lesson of lecture on 
some useful, moral or scientific subject, until 
one o’clock. From one nah io. ohne they 

to supper, they are engaged at their respec- 
ive em dow 4 if the work be done with- 
in the allotted time—helf an hour is allowed for 
recreation and play. School begins at half- 
past five, and they remain there until a quarter 
before eight, when after evening prayers they 
retife to rest, and the dormitories are all safe- 
ly locked. With some slight variations, the 
occupations and duties of the females are con- 
ducted in a like manner. 

The very nature of the institution prevents 
the possibihty of conducting it without con- 
siderable expense. The object is to prepare 
the children to earn their own livelihood, and 
aS soon as they are sufficiently instructed to 
become valuable apprentices to any particular 
trade, to bind them out, and tet their la bour be 
available at first to their masters, and after- 
wards to themselves. It would defeat this great 
object, were they to be detained, afier they 
have given satisfactory proof of reformation, 
and have become habituated to labour, and when 
they arrive at proficiency in any art, and become 
capable of earning wages. The mechanics 
who employ the boys, allow for their daily la- 
bour, of eight working hours, 12 1-2 cents each; 
a sum altogether inadequate to the discharge 
of the share of expense which would fall to 
each individual. 

The exhibits annexed to the Treasurer's Re- 
port, will show the actual disbursement sand 
the sources of revenue, and will plead for a 
farther extension of the bounty of the public. 

In the estimate vf advantages to be derived 
from.an establishment of this nature, its little 
cost in comparison with an ordinary prison, or a 
penitentiary, is not to be — * The 
greater facility with which the young can be 
confined and kept in order, than ¢ who are 
advanced in years, in cunning and in crime, 
diminishes the precautions against escape, and 
makes the buildings proportionably simple. An 
expenditure only to be justified by necessity, 
has attended the construction of prisons and 
penitentiaries in diflerent parte of the country ; 
yet the numbers proposed to be accommodated 
in them, bear a proportion to the expense, al- 
together different from the corresponding es- 
timates afforded by a House of Refuge. In the 
latter institution besides, the shortness of the 
period contemplated for confinement, probably 
not averaging more than 12 months, authorises 
the belief, that by a constant succession of pu- 
pils, still farther increase will be given to the 
numbers to be benefitted, without any addition 
of expense. 

It will be recollected, that the views of the 
Legislature, in promoting this Institution, were 
not .co tw any particular place, but em- 
braced the le wants of the whole com- 
monwealth. As the population is greatest here, 
the danger of idleness and crime is the most im- 
minen!.—But the house is open for the recep- 
tien, not only of the idle and deserted of the 
aeighbourhood, but of any part of Pennsylvania. 
The only difference consists in this—that while 
in the county of Philadelphia, the Managers are 
at liberty to reject or receive those who may be 
committed to their care, the proper authorities 
of other counties need entertain no fears that 
their orders will be ineffectual, as the certificate 
which they give ie compulsory, and the indivi- 
duals who ia their j t are “* sub- 
jects,”* cannot be refused. Advantage has al- 
ready been teken of this provision, in the county 
Delaware.

Could a selection be made, it is believed that 
more substantial benefit would arise, from re- 
ceiving those only, who are under sixteen years 
of age, and trusting to the hope of preventing, if 
possible hereafier, by instructing the young, the 
wickedness and vice of the more mature. 

That good effects have already flowed from 
the exertions that have been made, will sufficient- 
ly appear by an extract from the communica- 
tion lately received from the acting superinten- 
dent. 

** The state of the subjects, considering the 
shortness of the time which many, and even all 
have been in the Institution, is of the most en- 
couraging kind. The boys are generally atten- 
tive to their studies and to their work ; and their 
general deportment is such as would, in any si- 
tuation, procure from any of them the appellation 
of good boys. Some, who were the most obstinate 
and intractable when they came among us, are 
now among the most attentive and industrious. 
—Their behaviour, in many respects, has been 
commendable, and what is of great importanec in 
any community, quarrelling, fighting, and most 
kinds of vicious conduct, seems to be quite un- 

lar among them. When a boy bas commit- 

ted a fault, there seems to bea hind of general 
feeling, that he deserves and ought to receive 
ishment. The writer has never found a smal- 

t degree of obstinacy than among those who 
are here, and he has become more in 
the opinion, that care and attention, together 
with some encouragement to do well, will save 
many who would otherwise be sooner or later 
immured in some of our prisons, and become 
woree than lost to society.”

The members of the New Vonx Bar, at 
an adjourned meeting held on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, unanimously adopted the following 
preamble and resolutions, reported by Jauxs 
‘Tatum sper, Esq. the Chairman of a Com- 
mittee by them appointed on receiving intel- 
ligence of the death of Mr. Jax:— 


That the recent decease of the late venerable 
Joun Jay, is the cause of deep grief, and the 
present engrossing subject of private and public 
feeling. 
John Jay was a native of our state, and a 
member of this Bar. The eveats of the Ameri- 
can Revolution called him early into public life. 
His inberent love of political and religious liber- 
ty made him an early and active agent in laying 
the foundation of this nation; of which he soon 
became one of the firmest, and continved one of 
its fairest pillars. In 1777, he was appointed 
the first Chief Justice of this state, under the 
constitution which he had eminently contributed 
to frame, and most of which was drafied by his 
. He was a member of the first Congress of 
the United States, and bore a conspicuous part 
in all its important duties, and presided for some 
time over the deliberations of that body. The 
exigencies of this nation required and com- 
manded his great talents, discretion, firmness, 
and skill, in various interesting and important 
duties during the Revolutionary a At 
times as Chairman of the committee of Public 
Safety, he secured the domestic tranquillity, and 
at other times he was employed in important 
foreign missions and diplomatic trusts. He bore 
&@ prominent part in the negociations for our Ia- 
dependence as a nation, and the ultimate treaty 
of peace. He continued to represent his coun- 
try at foreign courts for a number of years. He 
was, shortly after his return, called to preside as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States, which place he afterwards left to ac- 
cept the Executive Chair of the state of N. York. 
When he had performed that last and highest 
duty to his native state, he declined al! further 
judicial or political employment, and retired to 
the calm shade of domestic retreat, where the 
evening of his days was spent in social and be- 
nevolent intercourse, and in the signal observ- 
ance of that religion which had been the bright 
beam of the morning and the evening of his life; 
the rights and toleration of which he had secur- 
ed to this people in one of the most important 
articles of our Constitution. 

There is no place more fit, and no persons 
are nore willing to express their sincere feelings 
on this occasion than this Bar, where the talents 
and acquirements of the deceased were so early 
and so often displayed.—Therefore, 

Resolved, That the members of this Bar are 
impressed with deep grief upon the decease of 
their illustrious brother, John Jay. They find, 
however, a consolation in the reflection, that 
his conduct through a Jong and useful life, has 
given a lustre to our profession, and to this Bar; 
and that while his character for private virtues 
and public worth has justly endeared him to the 
nation, his patriotism, his great talents as a 
statesman, and his great acquirements as a jurist 
—his eminent piety as a Christian, and probity 
as a man, all unite to presenthim to the pub- 
lic as an example whose radiance points to the 
attainment of excellence.

perspective; the orchestra was tilled by two fid- 
dies, a bass viol, and a flute with one key; and 
on the stage, sure enough, there was Mr. Jones 
playing Goldfinch in the Road te Ruin to “a 
numerous, fashionable, and delighted audience’’ 
—viz. seven elderly visiters and their append- 
ages; thirty or forty resident tradesmen and 
their wives and ‘‘darters;’’ ten or twelve mas- 
ter fishermen—and their apprentices; a portly 
butcher, with his steel by his side; thirteen foot- 
men, and Mr, Farley, of Covent-garden theatre, 
—which latter gentleman seemed to be quite 
lost in admiration of what he saw, smelt, and 
heard. “ Mr. Jones absolutely went beyond him- 
self—or at all events, he went far beyond the 
rest of the dram. pers. except in ** splitting the 
ears of the groundiings.’’

From a friend in Cincinnati we have received

THE MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 
We had previously devoted so large a portion 
of our editorial space to another object yester- 
day, that we had no room for even a ing re- 
mark upon the Grand Musical Festival at Niblo's 
Saloon on the preceding evening. And we were 
the more reconciled to the omission, from the 
hope, that silence, on our own part, would elicit 
a more adequate notice of the splendid perfor- 
mance than we should be able to give, from some 
competent amateur who is imbued with the sci- 
ence. The note of preparation had been so long 
and loudly sounded, that the public expectation 
had beet raswsed to at unusual degree. But we 
believe we speak the united voice of a full and 
elegant house, when we say, that so far from 
there being any disappointment, the pleasure 
anticipated from the performances was fully and 
— realized. 


The orchestra —— a more splendid and 
effective array of musical talent than has ever 
before been collected in America. The perfor- 
mances were opened by Handel's Grand Over- 
ture of the Messiah, with Mozart's additional 
accompaniments, which was given in a manner 
suited to the lofty conceptions of the composers. 
Handel’s beautiful air, ** Lord, remember Da- 
vid,’ was next sung by Mr. Boyle. But his voice 
seemed to want compass to fill the room, until 
towards the close of the air, when he sung with 
more efiect. Perhaps, however, the apparent 
deficiency arose from the contrast between the 
heavy volume of music with which the saloon 
was filled during the overture, and a solo imme- 
diately after. The Hallelujah chorus, [Mount 
of Olives,) by Beethoven, was given in brilliant 
style, and was received with great applause; as 
also the Double Chorus of ‘‘ He gave them 
Hailstones,”’ by Handel, which followed the 
sweet song of ‘*Angels ever bright and fair,’’ by 
the same composer, sung with tenderness and 
pathos by Mrs. Austin. But Mrs. Austin is pretty 
enough without effort, and should therefore not 
try too much to look agreeable. “ O had I Ju- 
bal’s lyre,’’ sung by Madame Feron, was well 
received. But the noble hymn, by Martin Lu- 
ther, of **O God! what do I see and hear,’’ sung 
by Mr. Horn, with the trumpet Obligato by Mr.

CHESNUT STREET THEATRE. 
Mrs. Hamecin, who is by no means one of 
the dimmest of the host of stars that visit our 
theatres once or twice in a season, had her 
benefit last night, and [ am sorry to say that it 
was not very profitable. Murs. H. is an actress 
of merit. Her interesting and lady-like appear- 
ance is equalled by her skill as an actress, as a 
proof of which I would name her Desdemona, 
in tragedy, with several comic parts in which | 
have seen her. It is not the least of her merits, 
with me, that she never over-acts. On this 
point 1 would advise a certain gentleman, and 
not a very distant connexion, to take a lesson 
from her. 
Mrs. Hamuiin, among the ladies of the 
stage, is uncivalled in the ease which she dis- 
plays in male attire. Witness her performance 
of the youth in the modern drama of William 
Tell; the same in which the American Ros- 
cius, last winter, in Walnut street, displayed 
his miraculous powers to the utter amazement 
of a crowd of most intelligent admirers. For 
my part, I shall never forget the unwearied pa- 
tience with which he sought out the longest and 
straightest arrow in the bundle, and the biggest 
apple in the platter; and the breathless anxiety 
with which we all awaited the result of these 
important motions. And, oh! how did the fame 
of every predecessor fade away, when, with skill 
surpassing that of Locksley, Adam Bell, or 
Ulysses, ‘‘ he picked the pippin from the pretty 
boy!" This ceremony, which consumed some- 
thing less than half an hour—I was too much 
entranced to look at my stop-watch,—was 
evidently regarded by the player as the most 
important part of the play, and the crowning 
scene of his fame. What a thing it is to be a 
genius! 
Last night Mrs. Hamepuin stood a better 
chance; no such prodigy of brightness being 
near, to overwhelm the twinkling of the mine— 
resignes. Yet Il am constrained to say that 
her Yeung Norval did not display the excel- 
lence that distinguished her performance of the 
Swiss patriot’s son. She was properly dressed, 
and looked the character well, but wanted the 
spirit which is indispensable. A female Douglass 
I should not think of criticising if 1 knew, or bad 
heard of, the man who can come near the part. 
The lady’s lord and master, no doubt, did what 
he thought his best, in the fierce and wily Gi/en- 
alvon. He seems to possess the requisites for 
acting it well; but there was too much sermon- 
izing in his dialogue. In fact, Mr. Hamauin, 
as, except only in Leon, he always has done 
when I have had the good luck to be among hie 
audience, chilled the very heart’s blood of his 
character, by his slow speech, which I am too 
civil to call drawling. 
The matronly Lady Randolph was entrusted 
to Mrs. Maxwoop; and it would be arrant flat- 
tery to say that the mother of the gallant Mor- 
val ever had a less efficient representative. 
One third of all she uttered was lost before it 
reached the audience. At intervals, to be sure, 
the deficiency was paid by a volume of voice 
that assailed our heads most formidably. 

The Turnpike Gate was very amusing.— 
Crack was played by a little fellow not much 
longer than the cracker of a whip—a son of 
CowrLt who used to be at one of our theatres. 
The lad is a surprising actor, for one of bis 
growth, and may be rated as nearly equal to 
the celebrated Miss Lane, who astonished and 
delighted all that saw her. Crack was a crack 
part with the elder Cowrix. I never saw him 
play it; but the boy certainly beat Rosents all 
hollow. 

We have not yet seen enough of the young 
master to say how nearly he approaches the 
Lilliputian representative of Pangioss, Gold. 
finch, &c.—but if the managers repeat the 
Turnpike Gate, it will be worth while, for any 
one who has an hour and a dollar to spare, to 
look in: if only to see this gifted little chap in 
the tippling sole-curer. 

Mrs.AnpeRson played Peggy very agreeably; 
but I wish there was a law of the land against 
stage screams. Mrs. Anperson shrieked, and 
a musket was fired at the same moment; but her 
voice would have drowned a blunderbuss. A 
pretty young lady who sat near me, in the pit, 
showed symptoms of fainting, bat I begged her 
to put it off to a more convenient opportunity.
